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HUC-JIR Board Will Act On 


Reform Pulpit Placement Plan

YORK—A program for placement of Reform 
which includes sanctions against violators, will move a step closer 
to realization next week when it will be discussed by the board of 
governors of the Hebrew Unon College-Jewish Institute of Reli- 


gion, it was disclosed this week. 

Disclosure that the much-dis- 
cussed plan will be considered by 
the board of the two Reform 
seminaries was made by Rabbi 
Roland B. Gittelsohn, chairman 
of the Joint Placement Com- 
mission of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations and the 
Central Conference of American 
Rabbis. 

The UAHC is the congregation- 
al body of U.S. Reform and the 
CCAR is the national organiza- 
tion of Reform rabbis. 

CCAR OK’D IT 

The pulpit placement plan was 
adopted by the CCAR last June 
at its 60th annual convention and 
was approved in principle by the 
executive board of the UAHC 
last December in Atlantic City. 

The plan would set up a bureau 
through which all placements in 
Reform pulpits would be made. 
The bureau would represent the 
UAHC, the HUC-JIR and the 
€CAR. It would be administered 
by a paid director. 

Placements in Reform pulpits 
now are entirely unsupervised 
and there is no controls or co- 
omination of placement activity. 

THE NEXT STEP 

In approving the plan in prin- 
diple, the UAHC executive board 
voted to send the plan to the 
constituent congregations with a 


‘fequest that it be returned with 


suggested changes. 
Rabbi Gittlesohn said that was 
done two months ago, and he em- 


‘phasized that the plan was not 


sent out at this time for con- 


_ gtegational approval or ratifica- 


tion, but merely for suggestions 
on improvements. 

The Joint Placement Commis- 
sion will discuss the changes 


- which have already been received 


from Reform congregations as 
well as changes suggested by the 
CCAR at the meeting next week 
in New York.

Profit Margins 


NEW YORK—The Government 
of Israel, in its austerity cam- 
paign, has cut margins of auto 
parts jobbers to about 50 per cent 
of those of American parts job- 
bers, a Tel Aviv importer said 
last week. 

Issac Arditi told a meeting of 
the Overseas Automotive Club 
here that Israel is now the big- 
gest export market for small 
auto replacement parts but that 
U.S. exporters must be prepared 
to make concessions in order to 
sell there. 

Arditi said that traffic has 
grown so fast in the two years 
of the new state that roads are 
badly congested and an effort ‘is 
being made to discourage import- 
ation of cars. 





ISRAELI OFFICIAL DENIES NON-JEWS 
MUST CONVERT TO LIVE IN ISRAEL 


wo. Approves Riding On Sabbath

NEW YORK-—The Law Committee of the Rabbinical Assembly 
is overwhelmingly in favor of approving riding to the synagogue 
on the Sabbath and use of electricity on the Sabbath, it was learned 
this week. 

Sources in New York disclosed that at the last meeting of the 
Law Committee, two papers were reported. One of them asserted 
that such adaptation of Jewish law was permissible and the other 
said it was not but that it was vital that ways be found to adapt 
Jewish Law to the unprecedented conditions of modern American 
life. 

ONE MEETING LEFT 

One more meeting of the committee, which is headed by Rabbi 
Morris Adler of Detroit is scheduled before the Conservative rab- 
binate assembles at the Jewish Theological Seminary on June 18 
for its annual convention. 

The POST was informed by sources here that the majority 
viewpoint will definitely be presented to the Rabbinical Assembly 
convention. . 

Selection of the Jewish Theological Seminary for the annual 
conclave was regarded here as adding to the difficulties of those 
favoring adaptation of Jewish Law to modern conditions. The 
stronghold of opposition to changes in the Conservative movement 
is in the faculty of the JTS, seminary for the training of Con- 
servative rabbis. 

It was learned that the attitude of those favoring the changes 
was one that carefully limited the area of the changes. 

IT’S A LIMITED CHANGE 
‘It was explained that the revision of the ban on riding on the 
Sabbath remained in effect, as far as majority opinion of the Law 
Committee was concerned, in respect to riding for business or 
pleasure on the Sabbath. 

Riding to the synagogue, or in performance of a duty within 
the framework of Jewish tradition, would be sanctioned by the pro- 
posed changes, it was understood. 

The Law Committee was set up in a compromise between the 
pros and cons of the U.S. Conservative rabbinate on the broiling 
debate. No action was taken at the last convention in June, 1949 
at Lake Kiamesha on the issues, but the Law Committee has been 
meeting since to work out recommendations for the forthcoming 
convention.

The fact 
is that many non-Jews, including the partners of mixed mar- 
riages, have been admitted. Conversion is never required as a 
condition of admittance.”

Eight Men Studying For Bar Mitzvah at Reform Temple

GREAT NECK, L, I.—(NJP)—Eight men, one of 


them a grandfather, are taking what is believed to 
) be the first course of its kind in preparation for the 
Bar Mitzvah they never celebrated as children. 

The course is being conducted at Temple Beth E) 
of Great Neck by Rabbi Jacob P. Rudin, spiritual 
‘leader of the congregation. 

The idea for the course, which to Rabbi Rudin’s 
knowledge is the first of its kind, originated in Janu- 
_ary at a luncheon reception following a Bar Mitzvah 
service. 

One of the guests said to Rabbi Rudin, “You know, 
tabbi, I was never a Bar Mitzvah and I feel as 
though I’ve missed something. Isn’t there anything 
that can be done for a fellow like me?”

in Rabbi Rudin’s study. None of the students knew 
any Hebrew when they entered the class and conse- 
quently their instructor had to start them off with 
the aleph bet. They are already able to recite the 


_ traditional blessings in Hebrew, and when their Bar 


Mitzvah ceremony takes place on Oct. 7, they will 
be able to read their portions of the Torah and the 
Haftorah. 

In addition to learning how to read and write 
Hebrew, the men are studying the background of 
the Jewish faith and Jewish history. “Basic Juda- 
ism,” by the late Rabbi Milton Steinberg, is the 
course text. 

Rabbi Rudin said the men are serious students. 
They do their homework faithfully and their atten- 
dance record is perfect. One flew back from New 
Orleans, where he had been on a business trip, to 
avoid missing a class. 

Rabbi Rudin prefers not to call the October cere-~ 
mony a men’s Bar Mitzvah, but a “service of affirma- 
tion, during which these men will be called to the 
Torah for the first time, as though they were bar 
mitzvah.” ; 

The students never were Bar Mitzvah in their 
youth, Rabbi Rudin believes, because they either 
grew up in homes where the tradition was not ob- 
served, or where the synagogue to which their fam- 


ilies belonged did not include the ceremony in its 
rituals. 


The students, described by the Reform rabbi as 
“top-flight men,” range in age from the early 30's 
to the early ’50s and include an executive buyer, a 
dentist, a manufacturer of women’s wear, the head 
of the Donut Corp. of America, a furrier, a lithog- 
rapher, the head of an auto agency and an importer. 


Rabbi Rudin said the ceremony will be traditional, 
with each candidate reciting the blessing and read- 
ing a portion of the Torah and of the Haftorah 
(Prophets), All men will participate ‘equally, with 
no one person being featured. 


Shabbos Bereshis, on which a new cycle of the 
reading of the Torah is begun, was appropriately 
selected as the Sabbath for the ceremony. After the 
ceremony, there will be a quiet reception in the 
Tmple, with the men themselves as hosts. One of 
the candidates will witness his own son’s Bar Mitz- 
vah five months before his own.

When the 
session was over, the chairman, now Speaker of the Knesset, was 
busy signing autographs. I came up to say hello and incidentally 
to let him use my pen, since his had run dry.

*INDIANAPOLIS—(NJP)—The American Chaluf- 
gim (pioneers) now in Israel are too few in number 
and too engrossed in the tasks of getting a foothold 
to have made any impact as Americans on the life 
of the Jewish State, one of them said this week. 

Hy Sanderson, a member of Kfar Blum, made 
the assertion on a visit here. Kfar Blum has 600 
members of whom about 100 are Americans. An-

struggle has proved too difficult. 

He said there was a great turnover, with some- 
thing like 30 percent of the American chalutzim 
calling it quits and either returning to the United 
States or going to the cities for a less back-breaking 
way of making a future. 

He said it was likely that the Americans, as Amer- 
icans, would make their most effective impact in 
their own kibbutzim, which would serve as exam- 
ples for the rest of the country. 

He cited a struggle in his kibbutz to make pat- 
terns of living more flexible, a fight against rigid 
dogma in ways of doing things. 

“For instance, here is a young American girl, an 
idealist, with all the theory of how a true collective 
should be run,” he said. “Patterns have developed 
for separation of children from their parents. In 
part this is ideology, in part resources are too limit- 
ed for providing housing permitting children to be 
with their parents, and so on. 

“But when this American girl becomes a mother, 
she stops being all Zionist idealist. She begins to 
ask herself whether she has a moral right to expose 
her child to such frontier conditions and to such 
ideological patterns of living. She has the educated 
American’s knowledge of child-care and she rebels. 
For her the kibbutz and ideology are still fine, but 
for her child—that’s another matter.” 

Specifically, the Americans, who now dominate 
Kfar Blum, have convinced the Europeans that it 
is better for the child to sleep in the same room with 
its parents. The children still spend their days in 
the nursery, which is always the first building to 
be constructed, even if the parents must sleep in 
tents, But what Americans regard as_ separation 
from their children based on reasons of dogma is 
being ended. 


U.S. Pioneers Have Made Little Impact on Israel, Says One 


This involves building of units in which parent 
and child can be together in non-working hours, and 
it represents a drain on the limited economic re- 
sources of the kibbutz, but Kfar Blum is going to 
have ‘such housing. 

The American influence is felt in the battle for 
more modern, more effective production techniques 
in kibbutz industries. Coming from the world’s most 
industrialized nation, American chalutzim are im- 
patient with old-fashioned, inefficient work tech- 
niques. They want to bring American “know-how” 
to the kibbutz factory. 

American chalutzim retain a deep interest in the 
United States and in no sense whatever feel that 
their migration to Israel means ‘a cutting of ties 
with America, Sanderson said. 

American newspapers are widely read and many 
of the American chalutzim have managed to get sub- 
scriptions to Anglo-Jewish weeklies from the cities 
in which they lived before coming to Israel. Their 
interest in their Jewish friends and relations in 
America remains intense. 


Plans for visits to the United States bulk large 
in the conversation about what the chalutzim will 
do when their hard work has created a better stan- 
dard of living, and some surpluses in resources. 

One element of their attitude toward American 
Jewry is bitter. They want more Americans to join 
them, Sanderson said. They need the backing of 
large numbers to help put their ideas over and they 
are profoundly convinced that Israel needs the 
splendid human material represented by American 
Jews. 

Sanderson has always been interested in Zionism 
and was an active member of the Labor Zionist Or- 
ganization of America in Boston, where he was born 
in 1917.

NEW YORK—A regional vice president of the American Coun- 
il for Judaism said this week that he had learned that he would 
have difficulty traveling in the Arab countries because he was a 
Jew and charged that Zionism was to blame.

To make matters even more tragic, the United Service has 
informed him that they can no longer carry him on their rolls, and 


that beginning next week he must 
apply to the New York City Wel- 
fare Department for aid. His case 
worker at the Service tells me 
that she is convinced of his hon- 
esty, his ability, his character— 
but she is bound by the rules of 
the organization.

AGAINST DEFEATISM IN UJA

SEEMS almost yesterday that the United Jewish Appea) set 

Pie its annual goal the sum of $75,000,000—a figure that its 
jadership then considered a “once in a lifetime effort” for Ameri- 
gan Jewry. The goal was unprecedented in our history; but when 
the campaign was over, $101,000,000 was contributed! That was four 

ago. . e 

In the following three years, 
that “once in a lefetime” goal was 
increased sharply—in 1947, to 
$125,000,000; in 1948, to $150,000,- 
900; and in 1949, to $250,000,000. 
yt required a deep and abiding 
faith in American Jewry to set 
goals of such magnitude, in such 
quick succession. 

For the most part, that faith 
was justified, for the goal was ap- 
proximated in 1947 and achieved 
in full in 1948. While the goal 
in 1949 was not attained, there is 
sill a chance to approximate it 
from payments due on a large 
number of pledges. 

The current United Jewish Ap- 

has set as its goal $272,000,- 
900, which represents the total 
its three beneficiary 
agencies: the United Palestine Ap- 
peal, the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, and United Service for 
New Americans. Each of these 
agencies minister to urgent and 
yital tasks; and together they 
represent our overall obligations 
to World Jewry—a cause in 
which we American Jews have 
not been found wanting.

... That the beneficiaries of the 
United Jewish Appeal are not the 
agencies; they are people—people 
in Israel or awaiting migration 
there; people in the Displaced 
Persons camps in Europe; people 
awaiting the opportunity to en- 
ter this country. Who shall choose 
from among them—except those 
of small faith in American Jew- 
ry? 


DURING ome PAST few 
weeks, however, a profoundly dis- 
turbing influence has made its 
presence felt within the United 
Jewish Appeal. There has emerg- 
ed a defeatist attitude on the abil- 
ity and willingness of the Ameri- 
can Jewish community to support 
the entire campaign goal. This at- 
titude assumes that we cannot or 
will not meet our total obligations, 
both at homé and abroad. 

From this assumption it is con- 
@uded that, since all the needs of 
the’ beneficiary: agencies of the 
United Jewish Appeal cannot be 
met, we must forego some of 
these demands so as to, ensure 
that the others are adequately 
filed. We would thereby be in the 
position of succeeding with half 
& job. 

- Should this defeatist attitude 
prevail, many urgent needs would 
gemain unfilled—needs which we 
in the National Council of Jewish 
Women recognize as vital; and the 
Partisans of the several benefici- 


I do not share this defeatist at- 
titude, and I believe that I re 
ject it with good cause. The Na- 
tional Council of Jewish Women 
has articulately and concretely 
supported the United Jewish Ap- 
peal. Several weeks ago at the 
annual meeting of United Service 
for New Americans, I had the 
privilege of pledging the support 
of our 88,000 members not only to 
United Service for New Ameri- 
cans, but to the United Jewish Ap- 
peal. I enjoyed a similar privi- 
lege recently at a leadership Meet- 
ing of the National Women’s Di- 
vision of the United Jewish Ap- 
peal. 

From my experience with our 
membership and as an individual, 
I am not in accord with the think- 
ing of the United Jewish Appeal 
this year.

Yet it remains for the Council to find some 
field of Jewish activity in the United States 
wherein it will be working alone, so that it can 
proceed without running into opposition from 
some already entrenched Jewish group. Grant- 
ed. that this unplowed field will not be easy to 
locate, for every national Jewish organization 
seizes avidly on every open area at any time 
and regardless of how many other agencies

A Caution on Wildacres 


HE committee to exploit the possibilities of 
the Wildacres Plan for Jewish summer 
institutes has not yet been named, and no 
doubt Maurice Weinstein of Charlotte, N. C.¢- 
the prime mover behind the entire idea—will 
be chosen by Frank Goldman, B’nai B'rith 
president, to head that committee. 
Meanwhile a, plan for a “Little Wildacres” 
has been developed by some of our rabbis and 
found to be an almost idyllic means of doing 
the necessary job of adult Jewish education. 
Rabbi Morris’ Adler of Detroit's Shaarey 
Zedek has for several years now taken mem- 
bers of his congregation somewhere into the 
country for a two or three day “retreat” and 
Rabbi Eric Freedland, of Chicago’s Beth Am 
Congregation, has developed a somewhat sim- 
ilar plan. This idea could mushroom in even 
less than a year. Every congregation should 
adopt it. 
At Wildacres, there is a full four-day pro- 


gram presented by leading national figures in | 


the Jewish field. In the “Little Wildacres” 
plan, the rabbi himself conducts the program, 
and rarely are more than two full days de- 
voted to the program, 

A word of warning may be in order in con- 
nection with adoption by B’nai B'rith of the 
Wildacres plan as a national project. District 
1 of B'nai Brrith’ has already announced a 
Wildacres ef its own and on the program are 


national figures. Two of them, however—al- 
though leaders of national reputation—are 
B'nai B'rith officials. 

The original Wildacres was paid for and 
sponsored by B'nai B’rith but—except for the 
honor of doing a great missionary work—B'nai 
B'rith as such did not intrude on the program. 
This was one of the real contributions made 
by Mr. Weinstein, that he felt that the great- 
est honor to come to B'nai B’rith would be in 
deing a constructive job. 

At District one’s Wildacres, the program in- 
cludes Arthur Lelyveld, national director of 
the Hillel Foundations, and Richard Gutstadt, 
the former national director of the Anti- 
Defamation League. Inclusion of these two 
officials on the program does not necessarily 
mean that B’nai B'rith will use the Wildacre 
Plan for propagandizing for the lodge. But 
that may very well be why these two officials 
are on the program. The committee Mr. Gold- 
man appoints should not make it specific that 
like the. Hillel Foundations, the Wildacres Plan 
is the order’s contribution to the welfare of the 
U.S. Jewish community, not a vehicle for B’nai 
B'rith propaganda. 

The POST welcomed B'nai B’rith’s sponsor- 
ship of the Wildacres plan. That action assures 
it of financing, and it is to be hoped leadership 
of the right kind. But the true aims of Wild- 
acres should net be perverted, lest the idea 
suffer a great setback.

Jews Leaving Israel 


IS almost inevitable that not all of the 
Jews who go to Israel will be pleased with 
what they find there, and that continuously 
over the years, a considerable number will re- 
turn to the countries from which they emi- 
grated. 

The POST need not expand on the reasons 
why this new nation will prove disappointing 
to those to whom the challenge of building up 
is not a supreme motivation, and why hard- 
ships will always prove defeating to some peo- 
ple who cannot see beyond their weekly pay 


check or lack of it. 

Tf 1,000 Turkish Jews left Israel, as the Jew- 
ish CHRONICLE of London has reported, then 
it means two things: first, that no place in 
the world can satisfy everybody, and Israel is 
least likely to satisfy those who lack ability 
to adjust themselves; and second, that the 
American Council for Judaism can now fold up. 

Not all of the Jews of the world will go to 
Israel. The Council now knows that only all 
the Jews less 1,000 Turkish Jews will now go 
to Israel.

Yet I fina something that 
doesn’t sit well with me in this 
trip to a Jewish Seminary on the 
Sabbath. The Sabbath as an idea, 
it as it is to Orthodoxy. Yet how 
will it be possible to make any- 
thing Jewish of the Sabbath in 
Reform circles if the Sabbath is 
nothing more than a _ conveni- 
ence? 

At Hebrew Union College, the 
new rabbis are being trained. 
Maybe Reform will—by the time 
these men have come into their 
pulpits—begin to put greater em- 
phasis on the Sabbath as a day 
of rest.

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Use in Israel, Reader Wants to Know

he POST report on the com- 
ments on Orthodoxy in Israel by 
pr. A. J. Feldman of Hartford de- 
comment. 
ay Feldman is sure about the 
“generally known” fact that the 
Orthodox rabbinate is in full con- 
rol of the personal status of the 
Israeli Jewry, covering such mat- 
ters as marriage, divorce, inheri- 
tance and dietary laws. Conse- 
quently there is no civil marriage 
or divorce and therefore there 
gannot be any rabbinical status 
fer non-Orthodox rabbis and Dr. 
Feldman even accuses the Israeli 
Minister of Religions and the 
Chief Rabbi of refusing to give 
freedom to the Reform cbmmun- 
ities in Israel. But for Heaven’s 
gake,, Dr. Feldman, where are 
r Reform communities? Who 
are their leaders? Who would be 
foolish enough to start organiz- 
ing such communities over there? 
Such an effort would never suc- 
ceed, because the environment is 
not suitable for it. Even the air 
over there is not favorable to Re- 
form. Reform ritual and Reform 
services are just an imitation of 
the Protestant Christian church. 
The main goal of the Reform 
movement, since its birth, was to 
Jose as much as possible the Jew- 
jsh identity, to cover up as much 
as possible the differences be- 
tween Jew and Gentile and to 
make the Jew look like, act like 
and even feel like the Gentile 
neighbor. Therefore all the Jew- 
jsh canonized traditions and 
customs were abolished, all the 
prayers about Zion and Jerusalem 
were thrown out and the Hebrew 
Janguage was declared old-fash- 
joned and replaced by the official 
language of the country, the lan- 
guage of the Jewish assimilated 
upper classes. Now, Dr. Feldman, 
do you think that something simi- 
lar could be done in Israel? 
Which language would you use 
there—English, German, Arabic? 
Or, perhaps, back to the old-fash- 
ioned Hebrew which became there 
also the tongue of the common 
people, and therefore is not suit- 
able any more for your services, 
accommodated exclusively to the 
taste of the upper Jewish ranks. 
Who would you imitate there? 
The Arabs? The monks of the. 
Christian churchés? Would you 
find some customers over there 
for Sunday morning services as a 
replacement for the Sabbath? 
After all, our religion (the 
Laws of Moses) is entirely dif- 
ferent from other major religions. 
‘Our religion cannot be understood 
in the same sense as other relig- 
ions. Christianity and Moham- 
Madeanism deal exclusively with 
God and with the relationship of 
their followers to God, the birth 
of God, the resurrection of God 
and so on. But our Laws of Moses 
are concerned mostly with the 
Welfare and aspirations of our 
People; its present and its future. 
It served as an instrument for the 
preservation and the continuation 
of our people and also as a pro- 
tective fence against assimilation 
and disappearance. Our religion 
also has a trinity: the Jewish peo- 
Ple, the Laws of Moses and God. 
Our religion is not only mono- 
theistic but it is unique in that 
kt is observed by only one ethnic 
group, ene single nationality, the 
The Reform movement not 
oly dissociated itself from this 
Specific unique character of our 
but it tried from the be- 
te minimize it and to liq- 


uality comfortable for the well- 
fixed few. And the Israeli secu- 
larists, who promised Dr. Feld- 
man they would become charter 
members of his Reform Temples, 
as soon as more important mat- 
ters are taken care of, know per- 
fectly well about the unique char- 
acter of our religion and also the 
position of Reform toward it. 

The American Council for Ju- 
daism has not one Orthodox or 
Conservative rabbi but is full of 
Reform rabbis. Lessing Rosen- 
wald’s blackmailing of Zionists 
with dual loyalty charges, Jacob 
Blaustein’s warning to Israeli of- 
ficials against any youth emigra- 
tion from the United States and 
his promise to be the watchdog 
against “world Jewish national- 
ism” are also some of the results 
of the evil created by the Reform 
movement. All of these facts are 
generally known to the Israeli 
secularists and therefore it is un- 
thinkable that Reform could have 
any chancé in Israel. 

Even if the secularists win, the 
alternative won’t be the Reform 
Temple. Far from it. And again, 
this will be because of Reform’s 
Strange negative reaction to na- 
tional Jewish aspirations. And 
even after a secular victory, 
there won't be any change in the 
present regulation of family af- 
fairs, such as marriage and di- 
vorce. This is true because these 
regulations were put in effect to 
unite and cement the different 
kinds of Jews in Israel and to 
avoid the possibility of segrega- 
tion or creating of “untouchable” 
eastes. There are thousands of 
families in Israel, which would 
not accept for marriage with their 
children Israeli Jews who were 
the products of marriages not in 
accord with the Laws of Moses. 

Children of such marriages 
would not be accepted by tradi- 
tion-minded Israeli Jews and a

From year to year, the prob- 
lem of the future of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Community becomes 
more acute. Slowly, but surely, 
Jewish youth in this country goes 
further adrift and forget their 
Jewishness. With the growth of 
the problem must arise a new ap- 
proach of finding a solution. 

All Zionist youth organizations 
are reporting a serious loss in 
their membership. In some of 
them, the problem is so great as 
to warrant the disappearance 
from the scene.

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grave problem would be created. 

Hence it is not accurate to say 
that the Orthodox rabbinate “con- 
trols” marriage and divorce. Ev- 
eryone, even a Reform rabbi, can 
perform a marriage ceremony, as 
long as it is done according to the 
Laws of Moses. 

The same arrangement was 
made in the case of kosher mili- 
tary kitchens. There is no record 
of any Jew dying from the effects 
of eating kosher food, but there 
are thousands of Israeli Jewish 
soldiers who would refuse to 
touch non-kosher food. So only 
kosher meals are served and no 
one is hurt. 

A few months ago the Israeli 
government issued an order to 
all pig-raising colonists to deliver 
their pigs to the port of Haifa. 
Thegovernment paid for the pigs, 
and sold and delivered them to the 
British authorities in Cyprus. Is- 
rael is now completely without 
pigs. 

And remarkably, not one secu- 
larist protested against this pecu- 
liar pig exodus. I wonder how an 
Israeli Reform movement would 
react to it. Would it accord with 
the nonsense of being formally re- 
ligious without being Orthodox? 
More surprising to me was the 
fact that Lessing Rosenwald neg- 
lected the entire affair and did 
not start running to the general 
press to defend the pigs and to 
condemn the Jews for such an in- 
human exile of pigs. 

All the anti-nationalists are 
anti-survivalists and all the assim- 
ilationists are concentrated in the 
U. S. Reform movement. The 
state of Israel] was built by the 
national and survivalist forces. 
Therefore the quicker Reform 
will realize and recognize these 
facts and leave Israel] alone, the 
better it will be.

TORONTO RABBI SAYS REFORM INSTITUTE

(The 
day before the statement was 
finally set before the Institute 
for action, a committee of the 
round-table, of which I was a 
member, had presented a first 
draft, which was not accepted, 
chiefly because of leneth. 
Then Rabbi Silverman found it 
necessary to return to his pulnit 
in Duluth, and asked me to take 
over the task of re-formulation 
and re-submission). 

As a participant in the round- 
table on Reform Jewish practice, 
I can assure you that the inevit- 
ability of a positive reecommenda-

tion in favour of a guide was im- 
plicit from the start. No rabbi, 
teacher or layman in that group 
articulated a viewpoint other 
than the wholehearted accept- 
ance of the proposal that such a 
guide would be of great value at 
this time, especially since it 
would. have no authoritative or 
coercive power. 


When the statement in its 
streamlined form was placed be- 
fore the entire Institute, the 
overwhelmingly favourable vote 
of approximately 70 to 2 indi- 
cates that the recommendation 
was not unexpected.

IT IS CERTAINLY true that 
the devices used for telling the 
story—an archive from which 
the episodes are selected ex- 
cerpts—are wretchedly inade- 
quate; both reader and writer 
constantly stumble over the pe- 
cularities and mannerisms of the 
narrative, Worse, the purpose for 
which the pretended collection of 
miscellanea is invented is not 
served; the conviction of versimil- 
itude, the belief that we are read- 
ing the actual contemporary doc- 
ument of a participant is not in- 
duced. The constant intrusion of 
the imaginary editor, the ragged- 
ly drawn characters who are 
largely indistinguishable until 
the reader is well into the book, 
are heavy handicaps to the sus- 
tension of interest. 

Nevertheless, the interest is 
sustained and the reader does get 
well into the book, for he cannot 
help himself. The machinery may 
clank and creak as the panorama 
unfolds; the reader is aware of 
annoyance—but never enough to 
put the book down. We cannot be- 
lieve in Noah Levinson’s archive, 
we may not believe in Noah Lev- 
inson, but we never doubt that 
Mr. Hersey is telling the terrible 
truth. 

And telling it with a fervor and 
conviction which quite transcend 
the author’s lack of felicity. In- 
deed, had Mr. Hersey been able 
to achieve the same detachment 
in “The Wall” as he did in “Hiro- 
shima” we would have had a 
much better novel but probably 
not one of the same shattering in- 
tensity.

PITCHED IN a deliberately 
low key, consistently employing 
understatement, “The Wall” 
moves slowly, sternly, from inci- 
dent to incident. Some, despite 
their somber implications, are al- 
most light in character, like the 
meticulous sabotage of the furs 
confiscated by the Germans for 
the use of their troops in Russia; 
others are unbearable, like the 
attempted smuggling iri*a suit- 
case by a father of his child— 
the little one’s mouth taped shut 
—into the line not destined for 
the gas chambers, and the bland 
order of the nazi, “You, to the 
right. And the little stranger to 
the left.” ; 

“The Wall” may not be a great 
book. I suspect that it is not. 
But it is a great experience; a 
terrible, shaking experience that 
everyone ought to undergo.

Okt Jews came during the 
course of a school program in 
which an auditorium full of oth- 
er teen-agers and I were asked 
to meet an Ethiopian named Lo 
Bagola who would tell us about 
his life and adventures, not the 
least of which was his calm and 


astounding claim that his relig- 


ious origins were the same as 
mine. 

Dressed in tribal fashion, Lo 
Bagola marched assuredly on to 
the stage and in faultless English 


regaled us with his personal his- 


tory. He dwelt, I remember, on 
the Hebrew religion and made 
some allusions to having stemmed 
in a direct line from the Proph- 
ets. 


It did not occur to us at the 
time to disbelieve Lo Bagola, but 
the idea of a Negro Jew was so 
novel that we questioned father 
about it that night. Father look- 
ed wise and kept his own counsel. 
For months, until the incident 
faded from our mind, we lived 
in uneasy alliance with a fact 
which puzzled and confused us, 
and which as we grew older real- 
ized might never really be’ ex- 
plained to anyone’s satisfaction. 


Most Jews today echo just such 
a perplexity of thought. Were the 
Falashas originally Jewish immi- 
grants? If so, when and from 
where did they come to Ethiopia? 
Are they a segment of the indi- 
geneous population of Ethiopia 
converted to Judaism? If so, by 
whom were they converted and 
when? If Jewish, are they colored 
through intermarriage? If so, are 
they then not the true Biblical 
Jews they say themselves to be? 


There are no definite answers, 
and probably never will be, to 
questions such as these. The Is- 
rael government, caught on the 
horns of a dilemma, recently de- 
cided not to admit Falashas to Is- 
rael, a medical mission having 
reported that an infectious disease 
was prevalent among them: 

The report was vigorously de- 
nied by a Falasha representative 
who said Ethiopia’s 10,000 Jews 
look on Israel as an ideal, pray 
continually for the new state, and 
although are well off as farmers, 
carpenters .and tailors and have 
no‘need to emigrate, desire (or 
most of them do) to identify them- 
selves with Israel is fact as well 
as in spirit. 

What the outcome in this latest 
chapter of the Wandering Jew 
will be is shrouded in doubt. The 
Falashas are highly civilized, con-

The disclosure was made by Dr. Abraham Walker, 
resident of the Congregation Ahavath Sholom, of 
Forest Hills, in the current “Orthodox Jewish Life,” 
published by the Union of Orthodox Jewish Congre- 


gations of America. 


Dr. Walker said that he had been asked sincerely 
by some Jews and facetiously by others about the 
need for having a separate set of dentures for Pass- 


over. 


He said he had considered the matter rather amus- 
jing until 1947 when just before Passover that year 
he received an urgent call from a prominent Ortho- 


dox rabbi. 


Dr. Walker said that the rabbi, whom he had met 
in France during military service, wanted a special 


favor. 


“The rabbi wanted to know if I could repair a 


authorities deem unnecessary.” 
Dr. Walker said the report led him to consider the 
issue of relationships between dental practice and 
the laws of Passover. 

’ Explaining that he had discussed his finding with 
“one of the foremost Rabbinical authorities in New 
York City,” the New York dentist added that “I write

Dr. Walker recommended that devout Jews buy 


ingredients and mix their own Passover toothpaste, 


He suggested 50 parts calcium carbonate, 20 parts 


table salt, five parts 


tri-calcium phosphate and 25 


parts sodium bicarbonate.
